MILITARY “APPROPRIATIONS. 

The unexpected balance of Military appropriations remain- 
ing in the Treasury amount to the sum of $3,633,117 27. Some 
of these will never be needed for the particular objects named 
in the several acts, and for this reason, as well as to simplify 
the accounts in the office of the Military Auditor, and to pro- 
vide against a Tos exhaustion of the sum appropriated for 
any special and needfal purpose, I recommend that all the un- 


expended balance of military appropriations be consolidated | 


into one military fund. and that the Governor be authorized to 


draw his warrant upon the Auditor, specifying in the warrant - 


the purpose of the draft, and directing that the amount be 
eharged to the Quartermaster, Commissary, Pay, Ordnance or 
Medical Department, as the occasons may require. This ar- 
rangement will dispense with the necessity of making special 
appropriations to Hospitels or other purposes which may not 
be needed, or which may prove insufficient, leaving the Gover- 
nor the discretion and power to make due provision-by war- 
rants on the general military fund as the public welfare may 
require. It is believed also that if all the expended balance 


are consolidated there will be no necessity for further appro-- 


priations for military purposes during the next year. 
REPORTS OF THE COMMISSIONERS TO EXAMINE STATE OFFICES 
: AND CHARTERED BANKS. 

The General Assembly, at its last annual session; directed 
the Governor to appoint three commissioners to examine the 
books, Accounts and vouchers of the Comptroller, Treasurer 
and Superintendent of Education, Quartermaster and Military 
Auditor. Under this authority I appointed S: D. Hubbard, A. 
R. Bell and Thomas B. Maddox, who have discharged the duty 
assigned them. Their report is herewith communicated, cir- 
tifying the correctness of the financial accounts of all these 
officers, and advising that "their bóoks and papers are regu- 
larly, systematically and well kept." Your attention is invited 


to the large number of interest cotipons which have been paid - 


-by the State. and remain on file in the office of the Comptroller,

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and to the recommendation of the commissioners, in which 1 
concur, that these conpons should be defaced or destroyed. 
Commissioners have been likewise uppointed to examine

to examine the Northern Bank, have been received, and are 
herewith submitted for your examination. i - 
THE CONFEDERATE WAR TAX FOR 1861-2. 
. The portion of the war tax which might be found due by the 
of Alabama under the Act of the Confederate Congress 
of August 19th, 1861, was assumed for the State by the Gene- 
ral Assembly, by an Act approved Nov. 29th, 1861. In the 


Spring of 1362, when, under the provisions of the law of Gon- _ 


eress, the advance payment had to be made, the assessments 


hed not been completed throughout the State, and for this - 


cause the aggregate amount of the tax could not be ascertained. 
It was estimated, however, that $2,000,000 would cover it. 
and by agreement with the Secretary of the Treasury ihae 


amount was paid by the State, subject to correction when th} . 


assessment should be completed. Owing to local disturbances 
occasioned by the publie enemy, the returns of essessments for 
the counties of Winston, Lawrence and Franklin have not vet 


been received at the office of the State Collector. The aggre- -

INDIGENT FAMILIES OF SOLDIERS. 

At vour extra Session in August last an appropriation was 
made of $1,000,000 for the support of indigent families of sol- 
diers, to be paid out during the months of October, November 

December, but the General Assembly omitted to provide 
the funds to meet this appropriation. The "Treasurer, under 
the Executive sanction and advice, has, however, undertaken tv 
pay the first instalment from balances in the Treasury of other 
and former appropriations, which it was.believed would not be 


called for before due provision could be made. It will become. 


your duty at the present session to make further appropriations 


for soldiers’ families during the next year, and to determine the: 


mode of raising the means to meet them. Whether a resort 
shall be had to further sales of State bonds, or issue of treasury 
notes, or to increase of taxes, is a question submitted to the 
wise discretion of the General ASsembly. 
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^ * .1iMPRESSMENTS FOR THE PUBLIC DEFENSE. 
Under the Act of October 31st, 1862, “To provide for the 
public defense," a large number of tools, wagons, teams and 
slaves were impressed to construct works for public defense 
. in North and South Alabama. The execution of this law wás 


= 


. entrusted to agents commended for their intelligence, firmness . 


, and impartial will, and they were instructed to use every rea- 
sonable precaution to distribute its burdens with fairness and 
equity. Though many complaints have been tirged against 
the assessments, I entertain no doubt that the assessment 
agents have, in most instances, performed their duty as faith- 
fully as could have been expected of men charged with the 
execütion of such a difficult and thankless office, A portion 
of the property impressed was employed under the immedi- 
ate direction of the State authorities, upon the Alabama and 
Tombigbee rivers, and for the use of all thus employed, set- 


tlements have been made by the State. All other property 


impressed was taken on requisition of the Confederate mili- 
tary commanders within the State, and turned over to the 
Confederate Engineer department, to be employed under. its 


superintendence and direction, Every provision in the power `’ 


of the Executive was made to secure the health and humane 
treatment of the slaves, and for the prompt discharge and re- 
turn of the slaves and otker property to their owners. But 
the irregularity of discharges, the loss, and the detention of 


property beyond the time limited for its return in the Execu- ~. 


tive order, the failure to give needful attention to slaves when 
sick, and thé manifest. inaccuracy of the pay rolls as reported 
by the Engineer Department, have occasioned much dissatis- 
faction. This is to be regretted, as it is a matter of the first, 


. importance that the Confederate authorities within the State . 


should so discharge their obligations to the people as not to 
impair but to secure the public confidence. The Quartermaster- 
General has been directed to adjust the accounts with the En- 
. gineer department for: all the property impressed under the 
State law, and by reference to the recBipts.of the State im- 
‘pressmenf agents, tò correct the pay rolls, and settle with 
.- owners as justly as possible. an : 
* No provision was made in the State impressment Act to pay 


for. males or slaves impressed, and which may have been lost 


' to their owners, without any neglect or fault of their owners. 
. The State Constitution forbids that “any person's property be 
taken or applied to public use, unless just compensation be made 
therefor.” Tools, wagons, mules, negroes and provisions have 
all been impressed as property, under the law of the State, 

and have been applied. to the publié use ; whére the property 
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has been returned, ^ just compensation” to the owner is a fair 
equivalent for iis temporary use. If the property has been 
consumed, or destroyed, or lost, in consequence of tis appro- 
priation to the public uze, and without any derilection or fault 
of the owner. “just compensation" ean be nothing less then its 
fair equivalent in value. 

The Conatitution of the Confederate Staies also forbids that 
“ prirate property be taken for public use without just compensa- 
tion.” Hence the Confederate Congress, in the 8th section of | 
ofthe Impressment Act of March 26th, 1863, have provided 
that “when property has been impressed for temporary use. 
and is lost or destroyed without the default of the owner, the 
Government of the Confederate States shall pay a just comper- 
zation therefor, to be ascertained by appraisers appointed and 
qualified as provided in the first section of this Act. Ifsuch 
property, when returned. has, in the opinion of the owner, been 
injured while in the publie use. the damage fhereby sustamed 
shall be determined in the manner described in the third sec 
lion of this Act.” And for the proper execution of this lm . 
presament Act of Congress. a “General Order No. 138," was 
issued bv the War Department, dated Oetobey 24th, 1863. 
which directs that “the value of all such slaves as may die 
daring their term of service or thereafter. from injuries re- 
ceived or diseases contracted in suth service, or max not be 
retacaed, shall be paid bv the Confederate States. * à 7 7 
Compensation shall also be made for all injuries to slaves aris 
ing tran) the act ef fie public enemy. ur from any injury arising 
from a wart of dne diligence on the part of authorities of the 
the Contedsiaie States: But the Confederate States will ne! 
be Hable for anv slave not returned bv reason of fraud or cci 
insim on the part of the owner or his areut. or the overscer 
elected by him to superinieud them., nor if his death should be 
uaused bv the acf of God, or by disease existing when the 
slave is received by Confederate authorities " The order fur- 
ther directs bow the valuation and appraizment shall be made. 

In the construction! of the extensive and magnificent werk: 
erected for the defen-e of the State. and which, in the opinies 
of those best calculated te pronounce judgment upon them. are 
equal,if notsuperior to any within the Confederacy, not less that 
twelve or fiftcen thousand. slaves have been emploved. beside- 
4 very large mimber of wagons and teams. That losses of pro 
perty would nave occurred from diseases contracted while in 
the publie service. and from casualties almost inseparable from 
the petnre of its employment. might have beru reasonably az 
teüieed.

From the reports on file in the Executive office, the State 
werks have yielded 344028 bushels during the past vear. of 
which 7,263 have been distributed by the Quartermaster Gene- 
ful the balance having been exchanged for labor, provisions 

and other expenses, as shown in the report of the Salt commis- 

sioner. From ‘the works of John P. Figh. 8.687 bushels have 
“heen received, while the receipts from Saltville have amounted 
(421750 bushels. of which one half only has as yet reached 
the State. The aggregate amount received hy the State from 
all sources during the past twelve months has heen 90488 
bushels. 7 : 

By the Aet of 29th August last. the General Assembly 
directed that all the salt received by the State should be appro- 
priated to the families of soldiers exclusively until their wants 
were supplied. Having adopted this policy. E submit if it 
vould not he best to six the price at an average of cost, nelu- 
ding transportation and other charges, and make it uniform in 
every county in the State. Under the present rules as pre- 
-vihed in the Act»af December 9th, 1862, the salt manufactured 
a pirehased is «old at eost and charges. These vary in almost 
every counts, while the salt received from the State lessees is 
wd at $2 5U to $3 per bushel delivered in the respective 
aunties. As this liberal provision is being made for the 
tenefit of our soldiers, there is no good reason why they should 
wt all share alike, and be allowed to purchase at the same

SPINNING CARDS. : 

The General Assembly, by an Act approved Nov. 8th, 1862, 
‘ppropriated $60,006 for the purchase of spinning cards. This 
"Ppropriatien fell far short of the necessities of the State. At 
the date of the Aci, spinning cards were selling in our mar- 
sets at from ten to fifteen dollars per pair, and at the lowest 
mee the sum appropriated wouli have furnished only six 
‘thousand pairs. None, however. could be purchased in the 
Confederacy, and they had to be ordered from abroad, Ime

am ,  DISTILLERTES. 


The “Act to prohibit the distillation of grain in the State 


of Alabama except under the direction and authoritv of the 
Governor,” approved Dec. Sth, 1862, “ provided that it shall 


not be lawful for any person, during the existing war, to disti. 


or convert into intoxicating liquor any grain, or the product of 
any grain, unless hereafter employed or authorized by the 


Governor to do so." The act imposed upon the Governor ` 


the duty, on beholf of the State, under such regulations as he 


might prescribe, to cause such an amount of grain io be dis-: 
tilled as, in his judgment, might be consistent with the general 


welfare, empowered him to make contracts and appoint agents 
to carry out the objects of the Act, and to prescribe the man- 
ner and purposes of distribution of the spirits obtained. and 


directed that the net profits which should be realized by the | 


State “should be applied by future legislation to the.relief of 
indirent families of soldiers." - ' 

In discharge of the duties imposed by this Act, I announced 
by proclamation under date of Déc. 24th, 1862, the terms and 
conditions on which contracts would be made and licenses 
issued. Subsequently agents were appointed at the different 
places of delivery to receive, pay for and sell the spirits. The 


' sales were restricted to medical, chemical and manuiacturing 
purposes. Cepies of this proclamation. and of my cireular . 
letter of instructions to the State agents are herewith commu- 


nicated. Ialso submit a statement of the contracts made on 
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John J. Pettus, Governor of the State of Missisippi. advising i : 


me of the necessity for a removal of certain eonvicts in the 
Penitentiary of that State, at Jackson, and asking me to admit 
them for safe ctstedy info the Penitentiary at Wetumpka. 
His application was granted, and the convicts, twenty-five ix 
namber, were immediately forwarded. and have been kept 
securely in close confinement. The expenses of their guard 
and maintenance have been paid out of the funds of the prison. 
and have to this extent increased its expenditures. The ac 
count of these expenses remains for future adjustment with the 
State of Mississippi. A copy of the correspondence with Gov. 
Pettus is herewith fürnished you, and I trust that my official 
action in this particular may meet your approbation. 
INSANE HOSPITAL, 

L herewith communicate the third annual report of the Tras- 
tees and Superintendent of the Insane Hospital at Tuscaloosa. 
The suecess of this institution. in all tts departments, has been 
sucli as to produce the livHest satisfaction. It has been in 
operation only two years. hut even in this brief period, its be- 
neficent influence has Leon seen and felt throughout the State. 
The huildinz. in its whole internal arrangement and adaptation, 
is unsurpassed by anv other m the Confederacy, and the Trus- 
tees have been most fortunate im securing the services of a 
Snpecintendent and other officers who thoroughly understand 
their mielon. and whose humane and devoted labors must 
viehi the happiest results. Since the opening of the institution 
in duly, ISdi.one hundred and six patients have been received. 
Fichtv-four have been under treatment during the year ending 
October 20th. 1263. Of this number, sixteen have been restored 
to reason, three discharzed much improved, and seven have 
died. The daily average of patients during the year has been 
forty-nine, and iity-five now remain in the building. I recom- 
mend that these mieresting reports -be immediately printed 
for the use of the General Assembiy, and for extensive cireu- 
lation im the State. 

: = ENIVERSETY. 

Results continue to vindicate the wisdom of military train- 
inr and discipline at the Universtiy. The corps of cadets has, 
duriug the present year, furnished to the Confederate army as 
many asa ful company of well drilled and most effective sol- 
diers. .

‘maintaining them. The order was deemed needfal for the 
better discipline and efficiency of the army under his command, 
My information is that, in this particular, it was highly bene- 
ficial in its results. It was recommended by many of the lead- 
ing and influential citizens of Mobile, who publicly announced — 
‘their approval of the order. and volunteered their testimony 
that after its issuance there had been a marked improvementin 
decorum upon the streets of the city. I doubt not that it would 
have been eminently judicious had there been legal authority 
to sustain it. The occurrence suggests the propriety of State 
legislation to remedy the evils in such cases. It may be con- 
ceded that military officers within the limits of their encamp- 
ments may adopt all necessary police regulations for the dite 
subordination and discipline of their troops, but where tt 
oceupy or encamp near by cities and towns in which the ordi-. 
nary avocations of the citizens are unmolested, and the civil 
authority is undisturbed, the daily vending of spirituous liquors 
ander legal protection cannot prove otherwise than detrimen- 
tal to public order as well as to the efficiency of the troops. 
This evil may be avoided by the passage of an act prohibiting, 
the retailing of spirtuous liquors in such localities, or by invest- 
ing the Governor with the power to suspend licenses. or to 
issue orders of prohibition and restraint. | p 
I am persuaded that there is no reasonable ground for public 
. apprehension that the Confederate Government, in the admin- 
istration of either of its departments, will intentionally invade 
or disregard the reserved rights of the States or of the people. 
e success of the grand struggle in which it is engaged is so 
vitally dependent upon the cordial support of all the States, 
that it is not to. be presumed that it will hazard the exercise 
of powers which might disturb its harmonious relations. And 
as the independence and welfare of all the States are mutually 
connected, and dependent upon the success of the Confederate 
cause, while jealously guarding theit own sovereignty, the high- 
est interests of the several States demand that they should hear- 
tily sustain the Confederate Government in every measure it 
may adopt to secure a final triumph over their common foe. 
: CONCLUSION. 
' Before the adjournment of the present session of the Gene- 
ral Assembly my official term will close, and I shall be relieved 
from the cares and responsibilities of the Executive office.

When 4 vacancy occurs itjs the duty of the Governor to 
issue a writ of election to the sheriff of the county in which 
the vacancy oceurs ; the sheriff, on receiving the writ, is re- 
quired to advertise and hold the election at the time directed 


bv the writ. and make return of the resnit of the election. . 


The powers and duties of the sheriff are ministerial and not 
execntive or judicial. - Therefore he cannot determine that a 
vacancy exists, nor fix a day for an election to be held. The 
difference in the right of the people to elect their representa- 
tives atthe time for ihe bi-ennial elections fixed by ihe con- 


siitution, and to elect at atime set by a sheriif io fill a vacan- ` 


cv, without a writ of election. is obvious: in the first case, 
the terms of all the representatives expire at the time pre- 
scribed by the constitution, and ali officers, creative and judi- 
tial, are presumed fo know when the terms expire, the elec- 
tors are presumed io know their constitutional rights, conse- 

nuenilv the failure of the Sheriff to perform the ministerial 
duty of advertising the election, appointing inspectors, &c., 
would oot defeat the constitutional right of the people to 
elect, at the regular elections. 
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The constitution. does not fix the time when elections axe 
` to be held to fill vacancids, nor does it empower the skeriff to 
determine when's vacancy exists; the exercise of the power 
io determine when a vacancy exists, und the time when, it 
should be fiffed, is lodged, by the organic law, with the execu- . 
tive, and the determination of the fact of the vacancy, and.

Gentlemen of the Senate and House of : 
Called by the voice of the people of Alabama, without së- 
licitation from me, to preside over the destiny of the State, for 
the next two years, I cannot feel otherwise than gratefal for 
this generous manifestation of confidence and esteem. In a 
time of profound peace, such an honor might well be deemed 
the fit reward of a lifetime of public service. «But conferred 
when the duties of the office have been increazed œ hundred 
fold by the multiplied business created by the greatest war 
of modern times; when the elangor of war is heard all around us, 
and the sighs for our fallen brave fill every passing breeze, I 
scarcely know whether thanks are due for the grave respon- 
sibilities with which this clection clothes me. I feel that I 
shall have ueed-of the constant süpport and hearty sympa- 
thies of an indulgent people, and I pray God to give me such : 
-strength and wisdom as will enable me so to conduct our af 
fairs, that no detriment shall accrue to the people of Alabama, 
and no stain shall mar the beauty of her honored name. Mul- 
tiplied, grave and onorous as the duties of the office may now 
hé, still I cannot deny, whilst entering on the discharge of its 
high functions, I feel some such pride and pleasure as à dutiful 
son must feel when obeying the willof a noble mother." 
Gentlemen : On-the 11th day of January, 1861, the sover- 
- eign people of Alabama, through their delegates in Conven- 
tion assembled, declared by solemn ordinance, that the bonds 
which bound her to the Government of the United States 
were severed. In thus deliberately acting, the people of 
Alabama only exercised a right belonging to every free peo- 
ple. In the days of 1776, our forefathers declared that to se- 
cure life, liberty and the pursuit. of happiness, “Government 
are instituted among men, deriving their powers from the 
consent of the governed ; and that whenever any form of gov- 
ernment becomes destructive of these ends, itis the right of. 
the people te alter or abolish it, and to institute new govern- - 
ment, laying its foundations on such principles, and organis- - 
ing its powers in stich forre as to them shall seem most likely 
to effect their safety and happiness.” After a war of seven - 
years, chéckered with various defeats and victories, our Rew- 
olutionary sires achieved a crowning triumph, and wrung from 
the grasp of Hritish tyranny, their liberties and independence. 
The reluctant consent of Great Britain was given to the great 
principles of freedom for which they contended. In the treaty 
of | which closed this revolutionary struggle, the old 
' thirteen States, naming them separately and distinctly, were 
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acknow. by Great Britain to be "ree, sovereign and in- 
nt States.” France was a party to this treaty ; having 
given of her blood and treasure to accomplish this grad re 
sult. The articles of Confederation formed and adopted du- 
Ying the progress of the war by the several States, then unit- 
ed in acommon cause, declared that “each State retainsits sover 
eienty, freedom and independence, and every power, juris- 
diction and right, whichis not by this Confederation express- 
ly delegated to the United States in ,Congress assembled.” 
hese articles likewise declared that they were formed for a 
confederation and perpetual Union between the States agree- 
ing to them. j 
After the pressure of the war was over, and when the rec 
ollection of common dangers and difficulties became less vivid, 
a new Constitution, that of 1787, was formed by the States 
then composing the Union, and after being thus formed was 
submitted separately to a Convention of delegates chosen by 
each State, forits free acceptance or rejection. This Con- 
stitution was to be binding only between those States ratify- 
ing the same. Each one of the States, at different times. 
some promptly, some with Unrecrine™ reluctance, separately 
and independently of each other, withdrew from the articles 
of Confederation. and thus formed a new Goverument under 
the Constitution of the United States. The severcizn people 
d: cach Siate. throngh their own delegates in convention as 
sembled, adopted this Constitutionto govern them in their 
mierennrse and relations with foreign nations. and in their 
rebitions end imsercourse with each other. The same sov- 
ereien people in each State who adopted State Constitutions. 
and who thou shout our political history as the United States, 
made, nit red, or abolished their State Constitutions, ratified 
end adopted as their federal Constitntiog, the Constitution of 
JR. In this Constitution the right of the sovereign people 
of euch State, to alter or abolish their Governthent and to e- 
tablish new covernments for their safety and happiness. ir 
noi surrendecod + neitheris it prohibited. This Constitution 
expressiv provides that, “the enumeration in the Constitutim 
of certain rivinsshall not be construed to deny or disparage 
others retained by the people." “The powers not delecured 
to the United States by the Constitution, nor probibited by it 
to the States, are reserved to the States respectively. or to 
the people.” ye Ate, ae 
‘This Constitution provides for the admission of new States. | 
Under its provisions, the Congress of the United States, on 
the 2d day of March, 1819, authorized the people of Alabama 
"Territory “to form for themselves a Constitution and State 
: * . 


ew 
overnment, and when formed into a State, shall be admitted 
nto the Union upon the same footing with the original Statés, 


in all respects whatsoever." In accordance with this act of 


Congress, the people of Alabama, through their delegates in 
Convention assembled, made their State Constitution and 
State Government, and ended their work on the 2d of august, 
1819. On this day—the 2nd day of August, 1819—our fore- 
athers in Alabama, through their delegates in Convention 
. assembled, declared as a part of their fundamental and organic 
law that. “all political power is inherent in the people, and all 
free governments are founded on their authority and institu- 
ted for their benefit ; and'therefore they have at all times an 
inalienable and indefeasible right to altar, roform, or abolish 
their form of Government in such manner as they. may think 
expedient.” With this declaration contained in the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, the Congress of the United States, on the 
14th day of December, 1819, declared the State of Alabama 
to be one of the United States of America, admitting her by 
express terms into the Union “on an equal footing with the 
original States, in all respects whatsoever.” Whatever right 
Virginia, or any other State of the original thirteen possessed, 
Alabama possessed. Virginia in the ordinance ratifying and 
adopting the Constitution of the United States, expressly re- 
served her right te withdraw the powers delegated, whenever 
in her judgment, the safety and happiness of her people de- 
manded it. When the people of Alabama through their del- 
egates in Convention assembled, on the 11th of January, 1861, 
declared their withdrawal from the United States, they were 
only exercising a right which the declaration of independence 
declared, belonged to every free people—a right not denied 


or prohibited in the Constitution of the United States; a. 


right exercised by every State when the Constitution of 1787 


was formed and adopted—an inalienable and indefeasible right , 
to altar, reform or abolish their form of Government, which - 


Alabama’s bill of rights declared might be done “at all times” 
—a right vital to freemen—dangerous only to tyrants. 
The sovercign people of Alabama through their delegates 
in Convention assembled, in 1861, only repealed an ordinance, 
which the same sovereign péople, through their delegates in 
Convention assembled, ordained in 1819. The simple ordi- 
nance of secession declared. the Constitution: of the United 


States no longer binding on the people of Alabama ; and . that 


they were free to form and accept a new Constitution to gov- 
ern them in their relations to other States, and with foreign 


powers. The State Government—the people of Alabama, re- . 


mained the same ; their relations to other States alone were 
changed. ^ X oes y 7 
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In accordance with ihe dictates of her judgment, Alabame 
and other States, now known as the Confederate States of 
America, formed anew Constitution and a new Government, 
based on the principles ofthe old one, amending the Consti- 
tution so as to leave no roem for doubtful construction on dis- 
puted points. ; i 

Because of the exercise of this mght--a right lying at the 
foundation of all free government, and the corner stone of 
every republican system of government, the Nerthern States, 
now ealling themselves the United States, made war on the 
. Confederate States. The authorities ofthese Northern States 
by their declarations and their conduct thus deny the right of 
free government—deny that all govermuents derive their pow- 
ers from the consent of the zuverned—deny the doctrines of 
the Declaration of Independence, und the principles of the 
fathers of the republic and assert and attempt te exercise the 
 Aoetrines of force. They dery to the people of Alabama the 
right of self government, and declare the monstrous pharisaic 
dogma, that they have the right to coerce us to be subservient 
totheir will! they are cur superiors, our masters! and we, 
their inferiors! their slaves ! 

Freemen of Alabama! 1f vou lad submitted to such mor- 
strous pretentions, vou would have been unworthy the ber- 
itage of freedom vour patriot fathers left you! You would 
have been unworthy the sires from whence you sprang! vou 
would have been unworthy the name of freemen! You would 
have been base cowards, slaves indeed! fit for Yankee mas 
ters! 3 

When the Constitution of 1787 war udopted, the Northern 
States had little more of population than the Southern States. 
Even under the census of 1790. the political power of the 
Worth. as reflected in the House of Representatives of Con- 
'gress, only exceeded that uf the South by five majority. The 
Korth was cold in climate with comparatively rugged and 
barren soul. The South was blessed with a mild and gener- 
ous and healthful climate, aud with a soi of unsurpassed fer 
tility. The South had more commerce. more wealth and ali 
the prospects. as far as natural advantares indicated, of a far 
more rapidly inérezsing population. Yet, in the progress of 
our history, through means of variou- acte of congressional 
legislation (unnecessary here to mention), large portions of 
Southern territory were devoted to Northern aggrandizement, 
the population of the North was greatly augmented beyond 
the natural increase; the bulk of the commerce and capital ot, 
the country was concentrated there. The rich South was 
despoiled ofher wealth and commerce and had become for 
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years little more than tributary to the swelling magnitude of 
Northern commerce and power. In proportion to the increas- 
ed commerce, augmented populution and concentrated capital, 
the political power of the North was increased. So that under 
the census of 1850—little more than half a century after the 
adoption of the. Constitution of 1T87—the political power of 
the North as reflected in the House of Representatives, had 
increased from five to fifty-five majority. With this increas- 
ing political power came constant turmoil and aggressions on 
the rights of the South. The most solemn constitutional guar- . 
antees were trifled with or wantonly disregarded by the 
: States and people of the North. ` 

Almost from the foundation of the government under the 

Constitution of 1787, the North and the South differed—wide- 


: ly differed—as to the character of the government and the -° 


eonstruction of the Constitution. The North always contend- 
ed fot a latitudinous, the South for a strict: construction of the.” 
Constitution. There was manifested in the North a constant 
and persistant tendency to regard the people of the United 
States as one nation. The Southihore truly maintained thatan 
no sense could the United States be considered as one nation, 
exceptin the relations they bore to other governments and. na- 
tions; that the true character of the government was that of 
. a federal republic having for its basis a confederation of sep- 
arate and. sovereign States. The whole framework of the 
Constitution and the history of iis adoption proved the South. 
ern view to have been the correct one. Instead of being a 
government controlled by a mere numerical: majority as con- 
tended by the statesmon of the North, it was Vien its 
framers to be controlled and governed. by concurrent Majori- 
` ties of States, and the people ofthe States as represented in 
the House of Representatives. The States in their separate 
sovereign character adopted the Constitution. It was binding 
on noné until accepted by the free consent and ratificafion of 
its people. No act could ever become a law by the simple ma- 
jority of the people as represented in the House of Represen- 
tatives. The Senators, the Representatives of the States— 
the larger and smaller being equal in power—must first con- 
eur. -And yet still, the President, who, when elected. by 
electors, was the double representative of the States, and the 
people of the States, and when elected by Congress, the Rep- 
resentative of the States, must give his sanction, before any. 
measure could become a law, unless passed by a constitutional 
majority over his negative. So long as the South had equality 
with the North in the Senate, the South had some guaranty 
that her rights would be protected. But when the progress 
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of events. destroyed this equality, the rights of the South, a& 
recent events clearly proye, were nolonger safein the Union. 
When the North obtained a majority of the States, and a 
majority of the people of the States, the greed of sectional do- 
.minion with insane furor seized the publie mind, and nof 
. heeding even the warnings of her own patriotic sons, disre-- 
garding the protests of the minority South, the North under- . 
took to select the President and Vice President,from her own 
borders, and by purely a-sectional majority to instal the wild- 
est fanaticism in a chair once honored by Washington. So 
that in truth and in fact, whatever may have been the theory, 
the North having a majority of States, a majority of the peo- 
ple—majority in Senate and House of Representatives—and 
a President and Vice President selected from the North by a 
. purely sectional vote, thus ignoring the South in the adminis- 
. tration of federal affairs, the government became practically 
one, governed by the will of a mere numerical majority ! In 
all ages such a government has been a despotism ! 
For vears the South watched with intense interest the rap- 
id progress of events; the increasing fanaticism of the North, 
threatening destruction to the landmarks of the Constitution. 
of our fathers, and endangering the great interests and liber- 
ties.of the South. In various ways and at repeated times, the 
Southern people evinced their apprehensions for their future 
peace and happiness. The two great parties in the slave- 
holding States each adopting resolutions as portions of their 
party creed denouncing the election, by the North, of a Black 
Republican President on a platform avowing the destructive 
dogmas of-that party, and they declared their firm purpose, in 
the event of such clectipu! tosever every tie which bound 
them to the Union. fn Alabama thir was done as early as 
1856. In 1859 '60 the Legislature of Alabama, by a vote unan- 
imous, save two dissenting voices, passed resolutions, authoriz- 
‘ang and requiring the Governor of the’State, in such event, to 
calla convention of the people of the State ‘to consider, de- 
termine and do whateverin the opinion of said convention, 
the rights, interests, and honor of the State of Alabama. re- 
quire to be done for their protection.” The people of the. 
South made ali honorable efforts to avoid the necessity which 
such an event would produce. By conventions and legisla- 
tures soler warning-was given to the people ofthe North of 
the fixed determination of the South on tlis subject. -But the 
North, disregarding the time honored principles of the fathers ` 
of the Republic, turning a deaf ear to the voice of Southern 
patriotism, forgetful of the ties which bind freemen to prin- 
ciples, ignoring the hallowed associations of our revolutionary 
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history, mad with fanaticism ; and filled with the boastful pride 
of numerical strength, rushed headlong in the wild career of ' 


sectional domination. 


When the Convention of Alabama met on the Tth day ot 
January, 1861: the members were united in heart. The unan- 
imous declaration on the first day of the Convention, “that the 
people of Alabama will not submitto be parties to the inau- 
guration-and administration of Abraham Lincoln as:President, 
and Hanibal Hamlin as Vice President of the United States 
of America,” demonstrated a fixed and united purpose. The 
co-operationists and. separate secessionists were equally intent 
for resistance, equally honest, equally patriotic ; and they only 
differed intellectually, as to the best and safest mode of ma- 
king that resistance effectual and permanent. And when the 
first tocsin of war.was sounded, sooperstiouists and $ecession- 
ists marched shoulder to shoulder, heart to heart, hand in hand 
to the arbitrament of battle. From the-Gulf to our northern 
border; from the mountains, valleys and,plains; from the 
east and from the west, the stalwart sons of Alabama rushed 
to the standard of the newborn Republic. And with dauntless 
. bravery and heroism, they have crimsoned with ‘their blood 
every battle field from Manassas to: Chickamauga. An im- 
perishable monument of glorious renown has heen erected for 
the State! The name ^ Alabamian” has become immortal im 
history! r "Mr. 

In the commencement of the war, Lincolu and his followers 
declared their purpose as simply to repossess the forts and 
arsenals, the public property ; and to suppress the rebel. 
lion. It was supposed by the North that the large mass of- 
the people in the South were willing to submit to Black Re- 
publican rule—and that it only needed an opportunity to ral- 
ly around the flag which was once the proud ensign of a uni- 
ted people. "These flattering anticipations were soon dissipa- 
ted. Seventy five thousand men were deemed by them quite 
sufficient to crush, in ninety days, the power of the Confederate 
States. The firing hosts of Lincoln at Bethel and Manassas 
showed the prowess of Southern arms, and the folly of North- 
ern calculations. The banner, once loved -and honored by 
Southern people, became the object of loatliing and disgust, 
and. the hated emblem of oppression and tyranny. 

Then three hundred thousand additional men were called for 
by Lineoln ; and the South by the power of numbers was to be 
coerced into farther affiliation with the North! The Confeder- 
ate States were to be forced back into a Union, whose. first 
principle was free cansent. It was vainly imagined by the 
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wise men of the North, that the eighteen millions of northern 
"whites could aríd would very soon crush to powder the eight 
millions of southern white people : especially as in their vaiu 
imaginings ther supposed the four millions of blacks were

The Nor 
had the regalar army, the navy, the commercial marine, mar 
ufactories: of arms and of'all the munisionsof war. The Sout. 
had no regular army. no navy. no commercial marine, no mai- 
ufactories of arms or powder! Very soon all our. ports wer- 
blockaded, and being thus cut off irom the outside world. we 
were left to onr own resourecs, our own strong arms and stow 
hearts. Bx the blessing of God. these have availed us thu. 
far to maintain our cause. We have. as io wore. improvise 
armies, arms and munitions. of which Napoleon, in his pali 
iest days might have beer justiv proud. Aye. more! by th, 
energy ard wisdom displayed., bythe brilliant schieviuenis : 
our arms on a hundred fields, by the high remudc we have ve: 
te eivilized usage, by &hechrisiain iugnanunity we bave snow 
to our enemies. we, but yesterday unkuowu. to-day have draw 
from reluctant lips. notouly praise. but the adiuiration of a 
 enlightened naiions. 

The series of brilliant :riumpüus. wiieved over the Nort: 
in 1862. caused the President ofthe North to announce à di 
ferent poliev. With all tlie etforts of the people of the Nort: 
aided by every foreigner. who couid be bought with money o 
seduced Ly promises of boot: : with the poris of every m 
tion open iu his commerce and his uecéssities. Lincoln wa 
forced to udmit. that the eigbiecu millions of northern white 
eould not everce the South back into the Union. A new di 
 cavery in Black Republican philosophy was made. It we 
proved by numerous experiuents te the great crucible». 
practice that the slave population. insical of beling a grus 
volcano, threatening destruction aud death to the cause 
southern independence. wasz great element of Southern powes 


'^ Lineoin, without the authority ofWis Congress or -Constitt 
tion, in the fall of 1862, proclsimed his intention to declare 
free, avery slave of the South, unless by the Ist of January. 
1863, we should lay down our arms, and with crossed hand: 
repentantly submit to hisdominion. The South scorned alike 
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his threats and his:-promises! His threatened proclamation in 
due time made its appearance. It was as’ impotent as it was 
unconstitutional. It was mete břutum fulmen so far asit af 
fects the institution of slavery. But i£ deserves to be con- 
sidered by our people as showing the. temper of the Northern 
mind. In the first placo, it is a humiliating’ confession. of - 
Yankee weakness. It is a confession that the cighteen mil- 
lions of Northern whites, strengthened -by alk the foreign aid 
they could get, were unable to coerce the Southern States 
back into the Union. In the next place it shows an utter dis- 
regard of Constitutional obligatious, a palpable violation of 
that Constitution once revered by our fathers and by us. In 
the third place, it shows an utter disregard of the principles 
of international law settled for ages, by publicists, and recog- 
nized as binding hv Kent, Wheaten, Gardnér and Adams! - It— 
is in the fourth place, a deliberate attempt to excite our slaves 
to insurrection. It is an Invitation, yea an urgent solicitation, 
to an ignorant ruce, recognized as -our property by the. * 
Constitution Lincoln has sworn to support, to commit murder, 
rapine, rape, arson, and all manner of diabolical deeds. An 
invitation to have our homes and our firesides deluged with 
the blood of our wives and our children, It is the expression 
of fiendish wish to see a whole country deluged in innocent 
blood, and to hear the mingled lamentations of a whole people, 
and to see the “blackness of darkness” like a funeral pall, over- 
spread forever, the glories of our sunny land! , 
This proclamation was the first authoritative announcement, | 

that this war was no longer waged for a restoration of the © 

Union, Reconstruction of the Union is no longer desirable, 
nolonger practical, even with Lincoln! t has been recently 
announced, by Lincolu's Solicitor of the Treasury—it is pro- 
claimed hy his Generals in the field. approved and applauded 
by à sveophant press and pcople, that the purpose of the North 
now is, to subjugate the freemen of the South. to confiscate all 
their property and deprive them of all that freemen hold dear ! 
State lines and all State rights are to beabolished. Theright . 
to have Legislatures, Governors, Judges of our own choosing, . 
juries from amongst us, the right to vote, even every civil 
and political right is to be denied to the subjugated South! . . 
Some Butler or some black satrap of Lincoln's creation, would 

in such an event, be the Governor of Alabama, with a stand- 
ing arnay of blacks to ravage our country, outrage our women, - 
and hold freemen in bondage! vx 

. As if God had given such a people over to the reproba- 

on of the Devil, during the progress of this war, the péople 

: of the North seem to have lost every principle of morals, law 
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amd religion which adorn a civilized people! In attempting 
to deprive us of our liberties, they have lost their own! Ev- 
ery principle of constitutional liberty amongst them has been 
destroyed. The writ of kabeas corpus, the great writ of liber- 
ty wrong from tyrant hagds.ages ago by our British ancestors. 
has been suspended by the simple will of Lincoln. The free- 
dom of the press—of speech, the right of petition. trial by ju- 
ry, have all been trampled under foot. the monstrous dog- 
ma has been preclaimed in high places that in time of war. 
the Constitution, its guarantees and prohibitions. are all sus- 
pendet, and that all power to do or not to do, is. concentrated 
by political necessity in the unrestrained hands of a single 
man! On their part, in the conduct of the war, every princi 
ple of civilized usage has been set at naught: obligations and 
stipulations, always lieretofore held sacred even by savage 
.nations, have been violated., when convenience and present 
policy interfered with their fulfillment. In such portions oí 
our country as the fortunes of war have enabled them to pos 
sese, private property heretofore respected bv the usage of 
all modern nations has either been dishonestiy appropriated 
or wantonly destroyed. Worxs of art and ornament, the 
prondest achievments of genius ; the keep-stkes and momen- 
toes of departed friends. have been filched from the places 
they graced, and carried North to beautify some Yankee ger 
eral’s parlor, made luxuriant by thespoils irom Southern house 
holds. The graves of our honored dead. the bunses where 
Christains worship God. have been basely desecrated :despoil- 
ed of the embiems which love had cuusecrated to honori, pob 
luted, and destroyed by these Northern Goths and Vandals! 
It almost. seems that such a people havé always leen strang- — 
ers tous! Is it possible that we could ever again dwell m 
olitical Union with such a people? It is almost an insult to 
ask 2 Southern man such a question. 

By the graves of our fallen sons, around our desolated a 

tars, in view of our devastated fields and blazing homes and 
cities ; in view of our banners red all over with Southern blood. 
let us renew our faith to the Southern euuse, and let us swear 
before high Heaven, whatever else may be our fate. we will 
never have political connection with such a God cursed race! 
. Whatever may have been the differences of opinion amongst. 
our people as to the propriety of dissolving the Union in 1861. 
there cannot now be any difference as to our duties to our 
State and Country. Our property. out homes, our wives and . 
our children, our lives, our liberties and our honor—everr- 

img we hold dear on earth—are dependent upon the triumph 
of Southern arme, Should we be conquered, every thing worth 
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living for will be gone. Our political salvation now depends 
on our own resources, our own energies, bravery and forti- 
tude. With the continued favor of Providence, and with 
hearty co-operation amongst ourselves, we shall be equal to 
the task before us. Every motive which can urge a freeman 
to noble deeds and lofty daring promptstoaction now. Death 
will be a heavenly boon compared to the miseries of Yankee 
rule. Ifthe proud Roman could sing, in the name of Roman 
power, dulce est pro patria mori— tis sweet for one's country to 
die—can we not prove by our actions ’tis glorious to die for 
our native laud? l 

Ifour people will only be true to themselves, true to their 
homes and their firesides, and true to their God, our liberties 
are safe and our triumph is sure. In the begining-of the war, 
we had ouly undisciplined citizen soldiers, few guns, no heavy 
artillery, little powder and other munitions or appliances for 
warlike defense. After near three years of war, we have larger 
armies to day than we have ever had; we have more arms, 
munitions and equipments of war than we have ever had. 
We have manufactories of arms and powder sufficient to arm 
our whole people. We have a growing navy. Already the 
few cruisers we have put afloat have driven the bulk of Yan- 
kee commerce from the ocean, or compelled their vessels te 
seek shelter uuder the flags of foreign gations. We have 
tought more battles than Alexander,Cesar or Napoleon ever 
tought. In nearly all we have been the victors. ` In not one, 
where there has been anything like equality in numbers have 
we ever failed to triumph over the foe. In all the great bat- 
tles we have been greatly inferior in numbers to our enemy. 
To day we are more nearly equal to our enemy in numbers, 
than we have ever been. Ifall our men now enrolled, were 
at their posts of duty, our armies in the field would quite 
equal those of the enemy. It is true we have met with some 
serious reverses. But in the Providence of God our reverses: 
have availed the enemy little advantage. Our reverses and 
sufferings have never half equaled those of our fathers of 1776, 
and yet they, three millions in number, triumphed over all 
the power of Great Britam. _ 7
